Pennsylvania firemen 
will come 
to G ettysburg July I to pay tribute 
to th e memory of the Rev. Dr. 
Sam uel Henry 
Stein, York, 
who 
was killed in an automobile acci­ 
dent, December 19, 1930, three miles 
south of Gettysburg on the Em ­ 
m itsburg road. 
Tile occasion will be the dedica­ 
tion of the memorial m onum ent to 
th e Rev. Dr. Stein, which will be 
erected by the Pennsylvania fire­ 
m en on the spot where th e York 
clergym an m et his death. 
T h e m onum ent will be in the 
form 
of 
a 
m onolith 
of 
Barre 
granite, four feet, two inches wide 
and seven feet, six inches wide. On 
th e face of the m onolith will be a 
bronze plate bearing the following 
inscription: 
Memorial Inscription 
“This tablet 
m arks the 
spot 
where 
the 
Rev. 
Samuel H en­ 
ry Stein. 
ELD., D.D., 
met his 
death December 19, 1930. 
C hap­ 
lain of the Firem en’s association, 
of 
the 
State 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
1914-1930. Erected to his m em ­ 
ory by the firemen of Pennsylva­ 
nia 1933.” 
T he bronze plate will be three 
feet, six inches high and four feet, 
four inches wide. 
T he Rev. D r Stein was en route 
to Frederick. M aryland, where his 
daughter. Miss M arian Stein, was 
a student at 
Hood 
college. T he 
Rev. Dr, Stein passed th e autom o­ 
bile of Mr. and Mrs. O. V. Perctval, 
of Kingston. O ntario. The Percivals 
saw the Stein car proceed about a 
hundred yards, then suddenly leave 
th e road, strike a telephone pole 
and tu rn over several times. 
The Rev. 
Dr. Stein 
was picked 
from the wreckage of his m achine 
an d laid at the side of the road by 
th e Percivals, while a passing m o­ 
to rist sum m oned 
th e am bulance 
H e was removed to th e local hos­ 
pital. 
although 
attendan ts 
with 
th e am bulance found life extinct 
w hen they arrived 
on th e scene 
H ospital physicians concluded their 
m edical exam ination after the body 
reached the local institution. 
Firem en’s Chaplain 
Physicians 
expressed 
th e belief 
th a t th e Rev. D r Stein suffered a 
fainting spell after passing the p er- 
cival car. lost control of the m a­ 
chine and crashed. 
T he York clergyman w*as chap­ 
lain of the Pennsylvania firemen's 
association 
from 
1914 
until 
his 
death. 
His close 
affiliation 
with 
th e state 
organization 
prom pted 
th e firemen to honor his memory 
w ith a m em orial m onum ent. 
Jam es B Aumen is chairm an of 
th e 
com m ittee in 
charge of 
a r­ 
rangem ents for th e dedicatory ex­ 
ercises here July I. 
U te Rev. Dr. Stein was active in 
Reform ed church 
circles, being 
a 
tru stee of th e Hoffm an orphanage, 
Littlestow n, and of Franklin and 
M arshall college. 
He preached 
at 
services 
which th e 
late President 
Theodore Roosevelt attended, after 
wrhich he was granted a private a u ­ 
dience w ith th e president, in 1905.

London, June 14 (AP).—Ignoring 
critics who have bitterly assailed the 
American currency and war debt 
policies Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull called upon the world economic 
conference today to stand against 
economic nationalism by an all-na­ 
tions’ participation in the American 
proposed tariff truce. 
Presenting the 
eagerly awaited 
American views of the conference 
(Mr. Hull did not so m uch as m en­ 
tion the war debts which have con­ 
stituted the m ain target of attack 
against 
America. 
It 
had 
been 
thought in some conference quar­ 
ters th a t he could not ignore them 
because they had been given such 
great em phasis by the spokesmen 
for other nations. 
Three points were stressed by the 
American delegate. 
He called for removal of “all ex­ 
cesses in the structure of trade bar­ 
riers.” 
Fixed M onetary Standard 
He urged the conference to face 
the "vexed problem of a perm anent 
international 
m onetary 
standard 
and lay dow'n the proper function 
of the m etals, gold and silver, in the 
operation of such standards in the 
future.” 
He em phasized the "necessity of 
taking m easures for the removal of 
restrictions upon foreign exchange 
dealings” saying th a t this might 
“involve balance sheet reorganiza­ 
tion of certain countries.” 
His address 
was received with 
many m arks of approval among for­ 
eign 
delegates. 
Members 
of 
the 
British 
delegation 
indicated 
th at 
they were pleased. 
The thing which perhaps drew the 
mast general com ment was the fact 
that the reserve American secretary 
of state played his cards close to 
his chest all the tim e and gave no 
concrete indication of American pro­ 
posals which will be forthcoming to 
carry out the general program. 
Facial Assailants 
Mr. Hull was the last of the “big 
five” 
to 
address 
the 
conference. 
France, Italy, B ritain and Japan 
having preceded him because of de­ 
lay in the preparation of his ad­ 
dress which was to have been de­ 
livered before any of them. He faced 
an assemblage of delegates some of 
whom bitterly assailed the Ameri­ 
can war debt m onetary policy. 
“The world cannot longer go on 
as it is going on at present," he de­ 
clared. “The first and greatest task 
at the present juncture is the de­ 
velopment here in this hull of will 
and determ ination on the part of 
the nations vigorously to advocate 
this course. T hereafter plans and 
m ethods will readily take form.”

“The World’s Need, In Paul s Day 
and Ours," was the subject of the 
the sermon delivered Sunday morn­ 
ing by the Rev. W. M Beattte. pas­ 
tor of the United Brethren church. 
Iris text was taken from I Corin­ 
thians 2:2, “I determined uot to 
know anything among 
you. save 
Jesus Christ, and Him crucified.” 
“It is quite impossible to ignore 
tile reiterated emphasis with which 
Paul expressed his determination to 
preach Christ, and Him crucified. In 
the previous chapter he states his 
position more than once. He says: 
Christ sent me not to baptize but to 
preach the gospel . . . . lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none 
effect: for the preaching of the 
cross . . . is the power of God,” the 
Rev. Mr. Beattie said. 
“An experience that Paul had, be­ 
fore coming to Corinth, reveals to us 
the secret of 
that determination. 
While waiting at Athens for friends 
he noticed the idolatry of the people 
and tried to preach the*gospel to 
them. He gains a hearing, wins the I 
ear of the 
cultured class, and 
preaches to this class a sermon. It 
was evidently 
learned aud philo­ 
sophical; to modern ears it sounds 
very liberal and broad minded. It 
was quite modern. Today there is a 
temptation to let this unique utter­ 
ance of Paul become the model of } 
our preaching. We want liberality, 
we want broad mindedness. 
Most 
people want to be rid of a ‘narrow’ 
gospel. 
Tho result usually is a 
nebulous gospel, if that can be 
called a gospel which hurts no one s 


feelings, rouses no one’s resentment, 
causes no one to turn away from 
sin,” * 
Continuing the Rev, Mr. Beatty 
said. "Twothings in Paul’s preaching 
are to be noticed, ‘Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified/ a person and. a fact. 
“You will notice that Paul was a 
man of conviction, of enthusiasm, of 
moral integrity, of real earnestness; 
but Jesus Christ crossed his vision, 
the person of Christ became to him a 
reality. There came a new relation­ 
ship to God, a new’ spiritual life. 
Without 
Christ 
there 
are 
no 
triumphs. 
His personality is ti*1 
basis, the only basis, of all, that Is 
good and pure afid uplifting in the 
world. 
To Him we owe our hos­ 
pitals, our orphanages; He. is the 
basis of the world’s morals. Byt Hb 
is more than these; He is the Center 
of devotion, the object of love and 
reverence on the part of millions.’* 
In conclusion the Rev. Mr. Beattie 
said: “Paul taught that the cross of 
Christ is the cure for human sin. 
In his life, in his agony in Geth- 
semane and on Calvary you have 
Christ in touch with sin, and there 
was atonement made, atonement for 
the whole world. It is not only a 
fact of that day, it is a fact from 
that day downward in the experi­ 
ence of millions. Hence we preach 
it; hence we 
appropriate Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified. It is the

X.—ADVERTISING AND OTR STANDARD OF LIVING 
A 
LMOST everyone has heard the assertion that advertising haa 
helped greatly in raising our standard of living, although 
some may doubt that this is true. 
There really is no need for any doubt about the matter, if we 
can agree on what we mean by standards of living. 
Most of us 
believe that the standard of living is measured in terms of ordi­ 
nary comforts and luxuries. In these terms, advertising has done 
much toward improving our lot. 
When we stop to consider, it truly is miraculous how speed­ 
ily any useful new invention becomes popular nowadays. Only 
thirty years ago, it was a comparatively slow process to introduce 
a new product, no matter how desirable. 
Sixty years ago it was 
almost impossible to market a new article rapidly. Living stand­ 
ards advanced much more slowly in those days. 
The development of modern advertising has been largely re­ 
sponsible for this change. 
Of course, there have been many other 
improvements in business besides the development of advertising 
but none of them are as important as advertising in promoting 
new ideas and creating new demands. 
Nothing can be sold unless there is a demand for it. 
Human 
beings are born with only the most primitive demands and the 
modern consumer buys only that which he has learned to want. 
Today, much of our learning to want new things comes from ad­ 
vertising. While we may be interested by ordinary news about 
the invention of some clever household convenience, we are not 
inspired to do anything about buying it until advertising has 
translated the Idea into terms of our own personal use. 
During the present century we have adopted many new things 
which add to our enjoyment of life. 
Almost none of them could 
have been introduced to general use quickly without the aid of 
advertising to stimulate our interest and desire. 
Take radio, for example. 
When radios were first put on the 
market, they swept the country. 
On the other hand, when phon­ 
ographs were first introduced, it took a long time to popularize 
them. 
Yet the first radio sets were certainly no better than the 
first phonographs. The important difference was that more and 
better advertising was used in selling the radio sets. 
When 
phonographs were first placed on sale advertising was still in its 
swaddling clothes. 
When washing machines were introduced to housewives, they 
were advertised only in a limited way as compared with vacuum 
sweepers, for example. 
As a result, washing machines came into 
use much more slowly than the more highly advertised vacuum 
sweepers, although both are very useful. 
Advertising has speeded up the distribution of countless other 
conveniences and luxuries. 
In merchandising food products, the evolution from the 
cracker box and molasses barrel to the sanitary, attractive pack­ 
aging of today is largely due to the influence of advertising. 
All these improvements help to raise the standards of our 
daily lives. 
Advertising has had a great part in bringing to us the 
things which make our existence more pleasant. 
Advertising is 
the champion of progress. It is not an accident that in America 
where we have more advertising than anywhere else in the world, 
we also have the highest standard of living.
